Portola Valley’s efforts to 
annex to Woodside won’t get 
to the petition stage for the 
present. 

So said the Woodside Town 
Council Tuesday night when it 
voted 5-2 to nip the Valley 
move in the bud. Vetoed was 
an application to circulate a 
petition, presented by the Val- 
ley’s Action Group For Local 
Control. It had failed previous- 
ly to get a clean bill from the 
town’s planning commission. 

Mayor Donald Graham 
stood against the tide, along 
with Councilman Charles 
Wheeler. 


Boys’ Club

A sum of $125,000 in funds 
and materials is being sought, 
to finance construction of the 
club at Market Place and 
Pierce Road in East Menlo 
Park. 

The kickoff dinner for the 
fundraising, helg at the new 
Menlo Park recreation center, 
was attended by a “standing 
room only” crowd of more than 
400 persons. 

Featured speaker of the eve- 
ning was E. L. MacKenzie, re- 
gional director for the Boys’ 
Clubs of America, who stated 
that the national organization 
would put up $10,000 in match- 
ing funds as soon as that 
‘amount js raised here. 4, 

Members of Menlo Park 
service clubs served as waiters 
for the affair. 

“The success of the dinner 
and the number of volunteers 
who since have indicated a will- 
ingness to help with the fund- 
raising assures success of the 
drive,” observed Charles Hor- 
ton, president of the Menlo 
Park Boys’ Club organization. 

“It showed that the commu- 
nity is solidly behind the effort 
and that the club will get sup- 
port, in manpower and money, 
from the most significant seg- 
ments of the community.

“I feel the matter should be 
brough directly to the elector- 
ate,” Graham stressed, pointing 
out that a great number of 
Woodsiders he’s talked to have 
not been opposed to the move.

Dr. Hiester noted that the 
town’s support would be help- 
ful in a county planning study 
now under way in Portola Val- 
ley. 

But five of the councilmen 
remained adamant against a 
merger of the two areas. 

“My view is that we have 
enough problems in Woodside, 
and that in increasing the area, 
we would increase the prob- 
lems,” said Councilman Fred- 
rick Hawkins. 

“Many of my friends live in 
Portola Valley ...I love ’em, 
but don’t want -’em.” 

Hawkins and Councilman 
Selah Chamberlain saw no rea- 
son for starting the annexation 
processes. 

“I think it fair to all in Por- 
tola Valley and Woodside not 
to create a feeling of confi- 
dence on this,” Chamberlain 
opined. ‘“‘They’ve put up a good 
argument, but it’s more fair to 
cut it off at this point.” 

In other important business, 
ithe council: 

—dAuthorized the mayor to 
form a committee for the study 
of a proposed town ordinance 


‘that would bring the use of 


water up to the county system 
standards. 

—Agreed to give Redwood 
City the green light on the use 
of Woodside section of Alame- 
da de Las Pulgas in a proposed 
street improvement plan, 
where matching funds are 
available from the state. It al- 
so referred the matter to the 
planning commission for study.

Serving Menlo Park, Atherton, Woodside and Portola Valley 
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Survey 


A three-month study of prob- 
lems of flood control and re- 
alignment of San Francisquito 
Creek were authorized by a 


‘joint committee meeting here 


yesterday. 

The survey will be made un- 
der the supervision of a three- 
man committee representing 
San Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties, and Stanford Univer- 
sity. Stanford will pay the cost 
of the study. 

The study, besides concern- 
ing itself with flood control, 
will cover the possible necessi- 
ty of realigning the creek to 
accommodate the proposed 
Willow Freeway. 

Authorizing the study was 
the joint city-county-university 
panel which has been formed 
and includes representatives of 
Menlo Park and Palo Alto as 
well as the two counties and 
the university. 

Overseeing the survey of the 
creek — which iis expected to 
take about three months—will 
be a panel composed of Profes- 
sor Ray Linsey, head of the 
Stanford civil engineering de- 
partment; Victor Sanders, rep- 
resenting the San Mateo Coun- 
ty engineer's office, and Don 
Fowler, representing the Santa 
Clara County Water Conserva- 
tion and Flood Control District. 

The survey on realignment 
will cover the area from El 
Camino Real to the bay. 

Investigators also will study 
upstream portions of the creek, 
with an eye to steps which may 
be taken to slow down erosion. 

Downstream, the investiga- 
tors hope to develop profiles of 
creek routes which will be co 
ordinated with the division of 
highways’ plan for the free- 
way, members of the commit- 
tee agreed.

Mayor William R. Lawson 
said that the freeway pact 
“needs considerable discus- 
sion .. . we certainly can’t 
forget about it and there is a 
burden upon us to come to 
some decision at an early 
date.” 


He suggested holding the 
hearing and also discussing the 
agreement at Tuesday night 
study meetings before and after 
the public hearing. Other 
councilmen agreed to this pro- 
cedure. 

Most of the evening was de- 
voted to discussion of the bus 
route subsidy. 

Peninsula Transit Lines gen- 
eral manager Worth B. Prine 
told the council that the old 
Route 5, which served west 
Menlo Park only, will be can- 
celled effective Friday, Nov. 29. 

The new east-west route, 
stretching from the Belle 
Haven area to Cloud Avenue 
near Alameda de las Pulgas 
in west Menlo Park, should 
be ready to operate on the 
following Monday, Prine pre- 
dicted. 

A formal contract is still to 
be signed by the city and com- 
pany but the motion by Coun- 
cilman Michael Belangie signi- 
fied the city’s plan to go ahead 
with the test. 

The only dissenter was Coun- 
cilman James Calloway. “Men- 
lo Park is not a big city,” he 
said, “I don’t feel we should 
Start subsidizing public trans- 
| portation .. . people just do not 
patronize the bus line.” 

(The reason given for 
abandonment of Route 5 was 
lack of customer interest in 
the service.) 

Other councilmen apparently 
felt that the monetary risk 
ought to be taken in an effort 
to retain and improve bus serv- 
ice here. Voting aye were Be- 
langie, Ira Bonde and Lawson. 
Councilman Donald Horstkorta 
was not present. 

The formal contract will be 
prepared in time for the regu- 
lar Council meeting on Nov. 
26, City Attorney John Jorgen- 
son said. 

The subsidy which Menlo 
Park will pay could range from 
$7000 to $10,000 over one year, 
Prine estimated. Included in 
Belangie’s motion was a pro- 
viso that the loss to the city be 
limited to $5000 during the six 
| month test. 

Route 5, with four trips a 
| day, loses $24 per day and 
| $6,370 per year, according to 

Peninsula Transit Line fig- 
ures. It moves riders from 
the Palo Alto railroad sattion 
to west Menlo Park points, 
using Santa Cruz Avenue and 
Middle Avenue as the main 
route streets. The fare is 30 
cents.

question City Manager John

School Board 
Rejects

The program for a new 
Woodside Elementary School 
administration building suffer- 
ed a setback this week with 
the school board’s veto of vari- 
ous plans as too costly.

Meantime, the architects, 
Delp W. Johnson, Poole and 
Storm, have been directed to 
make a new, complete study of 
the school administration and 
its financial situation. 

The school board last week 
rejected four architect’s plans 
as to out of line with its esti- 
mated $60,000 idea. One plan 
as much as doubled the board’s 
figure. 

The trustees hope demolition 
of the present building can get 
underway next February so the 
new structure may be finished 
by next September.

A University of California 
faculty member and a scientist 
from Stanford Research Insti- 
tute have been jointly awarded 
the coveted Lanchester Prize 
by the Operations Research So- 
cieyt of America. 

The honor, which includes a 
one thousand dollar stipend, 
will be shared by Professor 
Robert M. Oliver of the Uni- 
versity’s College of Engineer- 
ing and Dr. Aryeh H. Samuel, 
an SRI chemist. They are co- 
authors of an article entitled 
“Reducing Letter Delays in 
Post Offices,’ which appeared 
in the society’s journal, “Oper- 
ations Research,” last year. 

The award was presented 
Nov. 7 at a banquet climaxing 
the annual meeting of the 
Operations Research Society of 
America in Seattle. 

The prize winning article re- 
ported on a research project 
aimed at speeding up mail sort- 
ing techniques in U.S. Post 
Office branches. The authors 
devised a mathematical model 
of letter sorting procedures 
and worked out techniques for 
reducing delays to a minimum. 
Their program was successfully 
tested in a Detroit post office; 
where 1.5 million letters a day 
were being processed—with a 
25 per cent reduction in delays. 

Dr. Oliver is an associate 
professor of engineering sci- 
ence at Berkeley. He has been 
a faculty member since 1959. 
Earlier, he and Dr. Samuel 
were both employed at the 
Broadview Research Corpora- 
tion in Burlingame, California, 
which contracted to do the orig- 
inal post office research.

Freeway Proposal 


Deserves Rejection 

Menlo Park City Council has before it a blueprint, 
supplied by the State Division of Highways, showing the 
proposed route of the Willow-Sand Hill Road freeway. 

The council can either agree to close city streets which 
the freeway will cross or it can fail to sign such a street- 
closing agreement, thus, in effect, rejecting the Division of 
Highways’ plan. 

The plan should be rejected. 


There are several reasons why it should be, on levels 
ranging from the broad conceptual, to the particulars of 
placement and construction. 

When first mentioned in-letters from the state Division 
of Highways to the city of Menlo Park, the highway was 
identified as necessary to link the industrially and agricul- 
turally rich central valleys to the vast recreational resources 
of the coastside. This was promptly dubbed the “Tracy 
to Pescadero Freeway,” and rightly so. Now, can it be 
reasonably argued that a freeway is needed to connect 
these towns? No. 

But assuming we are convinced —as the higher-ups 
in Sacramento appear to be — that an eight-lane right of 
way is needed through the heart of Menlo Park as a vital 
connection between east bay points and the as yet unde- 
veloped hills of the Coast range. Does it make sense to 
base its route on the present location of a two-lane highway 
bridge of obsolete design, built in 1925? One does not need 
to be an engineer to suspect that this is not good thinking. 

As a matter of fact, the old Dumbarton bridge is 
where it is because it was built by a private stock company 
which constructed it for the purpose of making money. To 
make the most moncy, they had to cross San Francisco bay 
at its narrowest point, thus keeping bridge-building costs 
down. The bridge at neither end lines up with any major 
trafficway. If a high speed direct route from the east bay 
to the coast is needed, a look at a map will show that Route 
107 in Fremont comes to the Dumbarton Bridge access road 
at a point about opposite Oregon Avenue in Palo Alto — 
a good deal more of a direct route toward Pescadero, than 
a detour through Menlo Park. 


The Highway Department may argue that they want to 
use Dumbarton bridge because it’s an existing structure and 
they might argue that they're trying to save the taxpayers 
money. 

Then why — as the blueprint will show, if you look at 
it — do they route their proposed freeway across San Fran- 
cisquito creek in such a manncr that eight major bridge 
structures will be needed? Economy cannot possibly be a 
consideration of the highway department, in this regard. 

When the preliminary route of the freeway was first 
shown here two years ago, it was said that its cost would 
be somewhere in the neighborhood of $35,000,000. But 
freeway design concepts have changed since then, and a 
look at the new drawing shows interchange structures which 
are much more complicated than those shown at the public 
hearings held several months ago. 

The freeway interchange structure designed to connect 
El] Camino Real and the proposed freeway is interesting, too. 

It is entirely in Menlo Park. The freeway enters Menlo 
Park by crossing San Francisquito Creek near Bryant Street 
in Palo Alto, and the interchange uses about a quarter of a 
square mile of space within Menlo Park and then the free- 
way routes itself south across the creek onto Stanford 
University property, at Cornell Road. 

Experience doubtless has taught the Division of High- 
ways people that it’s easier to condemn the property of 
some several hundred householders and small apartment 
owners rather than tackle an institution of the size, prestige 
and undoubted acumen of Stanford University. But it seems 
a little unfair on the part of the Highway division — or, per- 
haps, a little cowardly — that it should uproot so many small 
householders and hesitate to remove so much as one off- 
street parking space at the Stanford shopping center. 

From the point of view of municipal government, the 
freeway, if allowed, can bring nothing but disadvantages. 
Aside from removing several hundred parcels of property 
from the tax rolls, it would result in massive administrative 
problems which would continue possibly for all future time. 

Consider yourself a taxpaying resident of Menlo Park 
who lives south of the freeway — along Woodland Avenue, 
Oak Court or Donohoe Street. What happens if you need 
to call a police car? The officer might not get to your house 
as promptly as he now can, via direct street routes. He'll 
have to go either to Middlefield Road or Bayshore Free- 
way, make a series of complicated mancuvers to get through 
a traffic interchange, and then detour to your home, And 
the city street sweeper, tree-trimming crew, road-patching 
rigs, etc., etc., all will have to make similar detours for all 
time to come. 

Meanwhile, from the point of view of the average citi- 
zen, what does this massive proposed freeway offer in the 
way of advantages? 

The answer is, nothing. Nothing whatever. 

It solves none of Menlo Park’s interior traffic problems, 
save that Alma Street in Menlo Park is linked by a bridge 
with Alma Street in Palo Alto, which might eliminate some 
of the traffic snarl at EZ] Camino Real and Ravenswood Ave- 
nue. 

But in no way does it deal with the problem of traffic 
getting backed up on Oak Grove, Ravenswood, or Glenwood 
Avenues, when the trains are coming through during the 
commuter rush hours. And if you want to get from Linfield 
Oaks to West Menlo, or vice versa, you'll do just as well 
to stay on the present congested city strects, as try to fight 
your way onto and off. the freeway, via its many ihassive 
traffic interchangest * “" ” ae 

The freeway, as proposed, does nothing for this area 
and shouldn't be allowed to be built. 

It deserves to be scoffed out of the realm of consider- 
ation.

East Palo Alto: How It Began—VI 


Persons who have arrived in 
the Belle Haven and East Palo 
Alto areas in the past seven 
or eight years might consider 
some of the more ancient his- 
tory of the area to be some- 
what unrelated to present-day 
policies and problems. 

This is not the case. 

For instance, in 1949, after 
noting that Belle Haven had 
annexed itself to Menlo Park, 
the Willows Residents’ Associ- 
ation petitioned for annexing 
itself to the city, too. 

Readers of this entire series 
will recall in an earlier article 
that there had been a minor 
“school fight” regarding where 
classrooms were to be put, in 
the early 1920's. 

The Willows area residents 
no longer felt as much com- 
mon interest with the East 
Palo Alto area as they once 
did; therefore, there was 
slight objection when the 
area bounded by Middlefield 
Road, Bayshore Highway, 
Willow Road and Woodland 
and Menalto Avenues joined 
the city. 

On the other side of the 
highway—not yet a freeway, 
remember—the “one acre and 
independence” people still 
maintained that they wanted 
to continue to “‘live in the coun- 
try.” Actually they no longer 
constituted a numerical major- 
ity of the residents, but they 
were active in area politics, 
kept themselves informed of 
what was going on on the 
county level, and were other- 
wise able to maintain a finger 
on things. 

There were others, of course, 
who couldn’t see joining Menlo 
Park for other reasons. 

Individuals with large lots 
figured they could subdivide 
them into smaller lots, under 
county jurisdiction, than would 
be allowed under Menlo Park 
city ordinances. 

And anyhow, everybody 
was getting aleng fine on the 
county services available, so 

why bother to change any- 
thing? 

True, there were rumbles, 
surveys and the like, as to 
whether the area should be an- 
nexed to Menlo Park, or form 
a municipal government of its 
own. These never appeared to 
get popular support. 

A final, crushing blow to 
possible incorporation attempts 
was delivered, in the views of 
many, in 1960. During that 
year, the Kavanaugh Industrial 
Park, Hiller Aircraft and the 
lands under control of the Les- 
lie Salt Co. annexed to Menlo 
Park, meaning that any new 
city incorporating would have 
no vacant land on which to al- 
low industry, to provide a 
sound tax base. 

Many East Palo Altans will 
say that this was a “low blow,” 
initiated by the City of Menlo 
Park for the shameless purpose 
of getting that industrial land 
and the taxes deriving there- 
from. 

Not so. It always has been 
Menlo Park city policy to re- 
quire that owners of an area 
request that they be annexed. 

Doubters that the boys at 
city hall actually follow this 
policy are invited to look ata 
map showing the city limits 
in areas west of El Camino 
Real, where there are several 
unincorporated “islands.” 

Meanwhile the Belle Haven 
area became the subject of a 
huge real estate promotion to 
encourage negroes to live there 
and the highway in fact became 
a freeway. Earlier, in 1952, it 
had been recognized that the 
area couldn't support a huge 
amount of commercial develop- 
ment so most of the north side 
of Willow Road was rezoned 
for apartments, and most the 
Pierce Road frontage similarly 
was rezoned. 

This was doubtless disap- 
pointing to hundreds of people 
who during the 1920's and the 
Depression, had invested there. 
But economic facts were 
against them. 

One “commercial” area re- 
mained, however. 

This was the Willow Road- 
Newbridge Street intersection. 

It is interesting to ponder 
that when University Ave 
nue-Bayshore Freeway inter- 
change obliterated the heart 
of the old “Whiskey Gulch" 
along Bayshore, many of the 
buildings were picked up and 
moved. 

Also, liquor licensees who 
wanted to continue to operate 
in the area moved. 

Thus it came to pass that an 
old bar by the name of the 
Anchor Club was set down on 
new foundations at the Willow- 
Newbridge site. Other com- 
mercial establishments also 
were put in there, includnig a 
cardroom and a couple of sand- 
wich shops. 

The next few years saw the 


development of a police prob- 
lem in the area—a problem 
which had its roots directly in 
the fact that East Palo Alto 
had remained unincorporated 
all through the years. 

This meant there was a 
split police jurisdiction; Men- 
lo Park police patrolled tly» 
north side of Willow Road 
and the sheriff’s office watch- 
ed the south side. 

It is true that one should 
expect a Menlo Park police 

officer, if necessary, to chase a 
criminal into unincorporated 
area and make an arrest. He 
will, too, in case of an active 
crime. And sheriff's officers 
are similarly expected to cross 
the street and help out if there 
appears to be a problem in the 
north side of Willow Road. 


But can it be expected that 


a policeman will cross the 
street, thereby leaving his own 
beat uncovered, when he sees 
a group of men_ standing 
around and who might or might 
not be passing a bottle of wine 
around? Or because he hears 
some loud and obscene langu- 
age which might indicate a 
fight is going to start? 

Word of this confusion got 
around. 

Soon, idle people from Rich- 
mond, Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco took to journeying to the 
Willow-Newbridge area. 

The area became the scene 
of one of the “oldest estab- 

lished permanent crap 
games” ever seen hereabouts. 
The cardroom was cited as a 
“bad example” a couple of 
years ago as the County Dis- 


commercial cardrooms made 
illegal (they now are). 

The bar—moved from Whis- 
key Gulch—was the subject of 
considerable talk among law 
enforcement officers. 

To some, it was a nuisance 
and the source of a lot of trou- 
ble: others figured that it was 
a pretty convenient central lo- 
cation which they could watch 
profitably, because it seemed to 
attract more than its share of 
people usually in contact with 
the police. 

After much talk, the bar’s 
liquor license was threatened 
with suspension a couple of 
years ago and its owner had it 
transferred to another location. 

It cannot be said that all of 
those arrested in the Willow- 
Newbridge area were negroes 
from out of town. 


Some local residents—pos- 
sibly with limited incomes and 
idle time—also found their 
entertainment near the inter- 
section. 

Evidence that there were 
people with “idle time” on 
their hands—a good begin- 
ning, if you’re of the type of 
person who’s apt to get into 
trouble with the law—is 
given by the county welfare 
department: 

In 1960, it was reported by 
one case worker that about 
two-thirds of the county’s wel- 
fare load resided within a mile 
of that intersection; since 
establishment of a branch 
office of the Welfare depart- 
ment in East Palo Alto, the 
“case load” has held fairly 
steady, over the past year, at 
about 400.

Will San Mateo County’s 
some 2200 employees have 
their health insurance pre- 
miums paid entirely by the 
county? The decision may be 
reached soon, County Man- 
ager E. R. Stallings told the 
board of supervisors last 
week. The county now pays 
approximately half the cost. 

Frank Gillis, representative 
of Local 829 of the Employees 
Union urged the board to take 
such a step immediately. He 
pointed out that 91 per cent of 
all employees in the Bay Area 

are fully covered by employer- 
paid health plans. He said gov- 
ernment generally had fallen 
far behind in this field. South 
San Francisco is the only pub- 
lic agency in the county who 
has assumed this responsibility. 

The County Employees Asso- 
ciation made similar requests 
to the county manager and 
board of supervisors. 

Manager Stallings told the 
board his staff is now working 
on a new insurance plan and 
he would have it ready for 
study by the supervisors with- 
in the next week or two.

State Water Problems Remain 
Concern of State Legislators 


Once again the water prob- 
lem has been hauled from the 
back of the legislative stove 
to the front, and once again it 
is shooting jets of hot steam in 
several directions 

Cause of the present pot- 

boiling is the “Pacific South- 

west Water Plan” developed 
by the bureau of reclamation 
of the department of the in- 
terior. This proposed plan 
was transmitted to the gover- 
nors of five Colorado River 
basin states, including Cali- 
fornia, with the request that 
formal comments on it be re- 

turned by Nov, 28. 

The assembly interim com- 
mittee on water and the Sen- 
ate fact-finding committee on 
water recently held a joint 
meeting, at which they received 
information about the public 
policy questions involved in the 
proposed plan from the state 
department of water resources 
and the bureau of reclamation 
Members of t committees 
then raised a number of ques- 
tions 

The plan was summarized 
briefly at the meeting. 

Its purpose is to provide suf- 
ficient water to meet the 
growth needs of the Pacific 
southwest area, about 190.000 
square miles in Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, New Mexico, Nevada 
and Utah. 

In this region, the p.esent 
water short s estimated at 
1.340.000 feet annually, 
which shortage is figured to 
reach about 7.000.000 acre feet 
by the year 2000. To meet 
these deficiencies. the plan pro- 
poses two phases of construc- 
tion. each costing roughly $2 
billion. The first would involve 
primarily further development 
of Colorado river water and 
power, but also includes doub- 
ling the size of the aqueduct to 
southern California, 

The second phase would 
involve tapping the water re- 
sources of our northern Cali- 


fornia rivers so as to provide 

1,200,000 acre feet annually 
for Arizona needs. 

Potential loss of Colorado 
river water to Southern Cali- 
fornia resulting from the re- 
cent Supreme court decision 
regarding allocation of such 
water between states, which 
could limit our supply of it, 
would be offset by sending an- 
other 1,200,000 acre feet of 
northern water to our southern 
counties 

Members of both committees 
were open in their critical 
questioning of state and federal 
spokesmen for the plan. One 
senator said flatly that it would 
never be accepted in its present 
form. An assemblyman_ said 
that unless the federal govern- 
ment is prepared to give three 
guarantees, there would be 
little chance for approval of 
this, or any other regional plan. 

He outlined his three points 
as being: 

1. Proof that California has 
a water supply to last beyond 
the foreseeable needs of the 
whole stute 

2. Granting of firm authority 
to halt water shipment out of 
the state when a surplus no 
longer exists: and 

3. Guaranteed access to 
water from the Pacific North- 
west in time of need. The fed- 
eral spokesman commented 
that he did not believe the in- 
terior department could all 
the way with these demands 

The representative for the 
California water department 
said there are three possible 
courses for California to follow. 
We can ignore the whole prob- 
lem. We can build additional 
aqueduct capacity with our 
own resources. Or we can par- 
ticipate in some regional plan. 

Legislators present were as- 
sured that the Governor would 
base his comments at least in 
part on their views. They were 
reminded that they would have 
to pass legislation to imple- 

ent at u lar

place two important county 
issues on the agenda for the 
special session of the state 
legislature next spring. 

Bills calling for two more 
superior court judges and to 
establish a county rapid tran- 
sit district were approved by 
the legislature earlier this 
year but vetoed by the gover- 
nor. County officials hope to 
get the matters on the agenda 
and on the governor’s desk 
again during the special ses- 
sion.

Each city must file its re- 
port to qualify certain thor- 
oughfares that tie in with 
county or state laterals to be 
eligible for funds from the 
new one-cent gasoline tax. 

The board has denied a per- 
mit for Congregation B’Nai 
Israel to build on a substand- 
ard lot near Daly City. County 
ordinances require churches 
to have 20,000 square feet of 
land and the site in question is 
only 15,000 square feet. 

The board has turned down 
several similar requests in re- 
cent months ... Crocker Land 
Company and the Jefferson 
School District have filed 
grant easements with the coun- 
ty engineer covering rights of 
way for the 92nd Street Exten- 
sion in the north county area. 

This paves the way for the 
contractor to get the project 
under way.

Although peaceful enough 
within itself, Easter Island is 
a controversial corner of the 
world. There are worldwide 
disagreements over the origins 
of the people. 

One group of experts believe 
they came from Asia, and that 
it was the last island of the 
Polynesian archipelago to be 
inhabited. Others claim that 
the white-skinned Indians of 
South America, the “long-ears 
of Peru,” arrived there a thou- 
sand years before the Asiatics. 

Complicating the controversy 
is the fact that the island is one 
of the most remote in the 
world — some 2200 miles from 
the nearest mainland and 1600 
from the closest inhabited 
place, which is Pitcairn Island. 

Geza de Rosner was born in 
Hungary, the scion of landed 
gentry. He served in the air 
force of his native land and re- 
presented Hungary in various 
international sports. 

In 1937 he settled in the Unit- 
ed States. During World War 
II he was with the “jungle” air 
force in the South Pacific area. 
Among de Rosner’s profession- 
al credits are an Edinburgh 
Film Festival prize winner, 
“Hunters of the Deep,” and a 
television Emmy for “TV Uni- 
versity,” an educational pro- 
gram. 

His scripts include “The Life 
of Saint Paul,” “. .. And One 
Survived” and “From Man to 
Man.” He is the author of two 
novels, “Black Gold in Royal 
Veins” and “God Complex,” 
now under preparation by pub- 
lishers.

IN THE LAP 

This summer when the jun- 
ior league reported their his- 
torical sites project to ‘the 
San Francisco Board of Super- 
visors’ City Planning Commit- 
tee, they were pleased at the 
interest and even more grati- 
fied because the league had 
funds to promote it. The plan- 
ning commission turned the 
supervisors’ request for an in- 
ventory of all buildings, sites, 
neighborhoods, monuments or 
other significant features over 
to the league. 

An appropriation of $7000 
has been made for the project 
including a book describing se- 
lected buildings still standing 
in the three counties built pri- 
or to 1920.

It’s getting to be that time 
of year when football rivalries 
get settled in season-ending col- 
lisions.

Coach Paul Braunreiter’s 
troops from the hillside were 
pronounced healthy early this 
week, as they confidently look- 
ed forward to the encounter. 
They eked out a shaky victory 
over Carlmont last weekend 
while Menlo-Atherton was get- 
ting drubbed by Sequoia. 

The team is healthy, too, 
Braunreiter avers, and his 
backfield will probably in- 
clude his regulars: Steve 
Ford at quarterback, Steve 
Clark and Steve Crosby at 
the halfback slots and Tom 
Jenks at fullback. 

Things aren’t being hailed 
with such confidence at Menlo 
Atherton, however. 

Coaches Art Boettcher and 
Bill Whitaker were still trying 

‘o put together a backfield 
combination that’ll work. 

This is harder to do at 
Menlo-Atherton than at 
Woodside. First, halfback 
Bob Burill might still be 
slowed down with the knee 
injury he sustained two 
weeks ago. 

Then, there’s the matter of 
what to do about passing. 
With one good runner likely 
to see limited action, if any, 
there’s a need for more of it. 
Three M-A passes were inter- 
cepted by Sequoia Cherokees 
last Friday night, confirming 
the need for some work here. 
Braunreiter’s troops started 
the season auspiciously, ran in- 


to trouble when they met Palo 
Alto, and lost their second 
game of the campaign to Cub- 
berley. 

If they can get past Menlo 
Atherton, they‘re in an excel- 
lent spot to pick up at least a 
tie for third place — and they 
might do better than that, sta- 
tistically, if Palo Alto, Cubber- 
ley and Sequoia get upset some 
where along the line. 

For Menlo-Atherton, it’s a 
matter of trying to stay off the 
floor. With two wins thus far, 
the locals are ahead of Ravens- 
wood and San Carlos in the 
standings; Ravenswood has the 
cellar, all by itself, and San 
Carlos has only its win over 
Menlo-Atherton to look back 
upon with cheer. 

If comparative scores mean 
anything the Wildcats should 
be odds-on favorites over the 
Bears tomorrow night in the 
final gome of the season for 
both clubs. 

That’s because the Cats’ up- 
set Sequoia early in the season 
by a 14-7 score and the Bears 
lost to them last Friday by a 
39-0 tally. 

The Cats last Friday, mean- 
while were winning a 20-13 de- 
cision from Carlmont—though 
‘they did their best to keep 
Carlmont in the game through 


‘assorted bobbles and miscues. 


There’s not much that can be 
said about the shellacking Men- 
lo-Atherton got from the Cher- 
okees who started their attack 
at the opening kickoff. That 
was run back for a touchdown 
which was called back for a 
penalty. 

But after that, the Tribe 
marched down the field with 
regularity and ease, being forc- 
ed to punt only twice, amassing 
22 first downs as the Bears got 


but four, and netting 326 yards 
running and passing as the lo- 
cals managed to get together a 
total of 62 yards. 

Not able to move on the 
ground, the Bears tried an aer- 
ial game with quarterback Mu- 
sy fading to the tailback spot 
in a shotgun offense. That diid- 
n’t work either, as Musy com- 
pleted a total of four out of 
15 passes while having three in- 
tercepted. 

Compared to this, the Chero- 
kees completed nine out of 18 
pass attempts and had none in- 
tercepted. 

Gary Beban, Sequoia’s tail- 
back, ran a total of 80 yards in 
13 carries, making him the 
greatest yardage-gainer in the 
history of SPAL play with 
more than 3000 yards to his 
credit. 

Meanwhile at the Woodside 
ballyard Friday, the Cats were 
working on Carlmont, adminis- 
tering the latter club with its 
sixth pasting in eight outings. 

It wasn’t easy. 

Having one drive fizzle in- 
side the Carlmont five early in 
the game, the Cats had to come 
back with a 47-yard march with 
3 minutes, 11 seconds remain- 
ing in the canto to go ahead. 

In the third period, Wood- 
side managed to put together 
a bad pass from center and a 
fumble to give the Scots the 
ball on their own one-yard line. 

A little later, they came 
back with another gift for their 
guests in the form of a pass in- 
terception deep in their own 
territory.

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In the Garden: 


Containers Add 
Fifth Dimension 


If you think of container 
gardening as a rather limited 
horticultural diversion, consid- 
er the nurseryman. Everything 
he has is grown in containers 
and large or small everything 
fs thriving and healthy. 

Nurserymen use this not as 
a recommended example for 
home gardeners to follow, but 
only as an indication of how 
versatile container gardening 
can be. There is nothing that 
won’t grow in a container for 
a limited time, at least. And a 
majority of shrubs and trees 
can be confined to such natur- 
can be confined to such unnat- 
ural circumstances for years 
‘on end. 

The point is that anyone 
who turns his imagination 
loose on this particular form 
of gardening can not only 
create corners of interest but 
of lasting beauty as well. 

Right now, for instance, you 
ean plant  spring-blooming 
bulbs in containers. Daffodils, 
tulips and hyacinths, to say no- 
thing of the minor bulbs such 
as grape hyacinths and Dutch 
irises, ell thrive in containers 
and the pots full of beauty 
they create for spring is wel- 
come, indeed. Use gallon nur- 
sery cans, clay pots or redwood 
planters for your bulbs and 
plant plenty of them. You can’t 
overdo things in this respect. 

Layer some gravel in the bot- 
tom of the container, then a bit 
of soil mixed with bonemeal 
and a thin layer of plain soil 
over this mix. Next come the 
bulbs, as many of them as you 
‘can cram in; then soil to cover 
them . Soak thoroughly and 
store the containers in a cool, 
preferably dark, place, where 
root development can take 
place before top growth starts. 
Water them as needed to keep 
soil moist until the tops push 
up, then move them into the 
sunlight. 

When you plant bulbs in 
large containers, especially in 
redwood planters, it adds great- 
ly to their beauty if you over- 
plant with blooming annuals 
such as alyssum, linaria, or vi- 
‘olas. Ask a nurseryman about 
other possibilities. 

Trees will create many un- 
usual effects when grown in 
containers. Conifers such as 
the towering Japanese Black 
Pine will remain dwarf and 
happy over the years in a rel- 
atively small container. 
Choose something the size of 
a soy tub and try a conifer in 
it. Prune annually to main- 
tain the shape you like and 
to discourage excessive top 
growth. 


Dwarf fruit trees also are 
ideal for containers. Not only 
are they naturally compact and 
happy with confined roots, but 
such treatment usually makes 
them bear more heavily and 
‘earlier. Dwarf citrus trees in 
containers are real attention 
geters, for more than ever they 
‘become a center of attention. 


Camellias are perfectly hap- 
py in containers for years and 
years. The classic examples, in 
this case, are certain camellias 
which have been grown in Lon- 
don, England, for nearly a cen- 
tury. They still thrive in the 
two-foot square containers 
which they have always grown 
din. Camellias are a _ timely 
choice, too, for they are just 


‘now showing color in nurser- 
jes. Give them a soil mix most- 
‘ly of leaf mold and they could- 
n’t be happier. 

Succulents are ideally 
grown in containers and 
many different forms can be 
combined in a single planter. 
Your nurseryman is the best 
guide to buying succulents.
